The appeal, conveying actions 
taken at the thirty-third national 
encampment of the organization in 
Sacramento, Cal.,~ in September, 
was taken to the White House by 
Admiral Robert E. Coontz, U, S. N., 
retired, new commander-in-chief of 
the organization. 

Calls for Further Relief.- 

It opposed cancellation of for- 
eign debts, urged more strict en- 
forcement of laws directing Civil 
Service preference for veterans, 
and said recommendations would 
be made later for improving *: 
ans’ rehabilitation and hospi 
tion. It said in part: 

“The thirty-third national en- 
campment ... respectfully urges 
your utmost consideration of 
pending legislation that would 
grant to the widows and orphans 
of World War veterans pension 
benefits on an equal basis with 
the widows and orphans of veter- 
ans of our previous wars and cam- 
paigns. There are approximately 
70,000 widows and 105,000 orphans 
of World Wer veterans who are 
not receiving compensation or as- 
sistance in any form from the Fed- 
eral Government, 

“Our investigations reveal that 
at least 80 per cent of these widows 
and orphans are in serious need 
of financial assistance. .... 

“The disability allowance act, 
passed by Congress with the in- 
dorsement of the veterans’ admin- 
istration, has accomplished _§ tre- 
mendous good. It has relieved in- 


of the burden of providing relief 
for destitute veterans—an obliga- 
tion that we believe belongs exclu- 
sivly to the Federal Government. 

“This legislation is now being at- 
tacked by individuals and forces 
thoroughly unfamiliar with the 
problems involved.

Myers has asked for a _ general 
court martial to clear his record, 
however, and Gen. Black said his 
request would be granted. The 
court martial probably will be held 
in Springfield Monday morning.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—F. X. 
A. Eble, commissioner of customs, 
has notified collectors~of customs 
to refuse entry to Japanese 
matches unless they are plainly 
and properly marked. 

The action followed a hearing in 
which Ned G. Begle, representing 
the American match industry, 
charged that the Japanese. had 
blotted out names on boxes of 
safety matches they shipped here 
to hide the country of origin. 

Begle and others, in asking that 
an anti-dumping order be issued 
against the Japanese matches, said 
they were sold in the American 
market at a lower price than 
abroad. Similar complaints were 
madé¢@ against Russian, Polish and 
other European matches. There 
was testimony that Japanese 
matches were offered at 50 cents 
& gross in this country, which was 
said to be cheaper than United 
States manufacturers could sell 
them.

Chancellor Throop Says Cut Is Made Neces- 
sary By $200,000 Decline in Income From 
Endowments and Investments. . 


A reduction of salaries of Wash- 
ington University’s faculty and 
staff of employes, to’ take effect 
with the beginning of November, 
will be announced next week, Chan- 
cellor Throop of the university said 
today. . , 
Dr. Throop said the salary cut, 
the percentage of which-he was not 
ready to announce, would be uni- 
form throughout the university’s 
payroll. When aagked if the reduc, 
tion would be 10 per cent or more, 
he said he hoped it would not be so 
much as 10 per cent. 

A decrease of more than $200,- 
000 this year in the university’s in- 
come from endowment, and other 
invested funds and real estate 
Holdings, made necessary the cut 
in salaries and some large reduc- 
tions in supply costs and other ex- 
penses, the Chancellor said. There 
has been no material reduction in 
the number of teachers and em- 
ployes. 

Drop in Tuition Receipts. 
“The reduction in the university's 
income has been due to the general 
lessening in the return from nearly 
all forms of investment, except 
Government bonds,” the chancellor 
said. “The university is net .over- 
built—we are under-built as to 
some branches, the engineering 
school in particular. In the past 
the university has insisted on set- 
ting apart from donations and be- 
quests for buildings, sums to en- 
dow their maintenance. The uni- 
v&rsity is now benefiting from this 
policy. 

_ “The present is not a time to go 
after large donations, but the ef- 
forts of our alumni ta increase en- 
dowment and did in maintenance 
are proving helpful. ™ 

“It is too early to estimate tui- 
tion receipts for this year, but we 


1932-33 will be balanced, as in for- 
mer years. Last year the balance 
was barely more than $3000, and 
the previous year $1350.” — 
| Appeal to Alumni. 
. In the current issue of the Alum- 
ni Bulletin, Chancellor Throop has 
written of “University Finances,” 
stating that Washington Uniyer- 
sity is less wealthy than is gener- 
ally supposed, being not higher 
than fifteenth in endowment, and 
about thirtieth in income, among 
the larger institutions of the coun- 
try. 
’ “The average annual cost to the 
university per student is about 
$500," he says, “of which the av- 
erage student pays only $250. Only 
through endowment funds can the 
other $250 be provided; and when 
endowment income is seriously im- 
paired, as now, the problem  be- 
comes grave. This decrease in in- 
come must be met by reduction in 
expenditures—salaries, equipment,. 
upkeep and general expense. 

“The university is using every 
possible means to live within its 
income, but it does not wish the 
quality of its work to be lowered, 
its scholastic standing to be im- 
paired, its faculty to disintegrate, 
or its plant to suffer or fall into 
disrepair.

ST, LOUISAN TELLS OF 
LOUISIANA MURDER 


Admits He Is in New Orleans 
for Purpose of Killing 
Another Bootlegger, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 26.—Com- 


ing here, by his own admission, 
to assassinate one of the south’s 


biggest rum operators, Thomas Ke-~* 


hoe, alias Fred King, alias Fred 
Stone, 35-year-old St. Louisan, to- 
day told police a story of killings 
and treacheries in the bootleg 
liquor business here and said he 
would clear up one of the un- 
solved murders. 

Late today Kehoe was leading 
detectives to the spot in the lone- 
some bayou country where he said 
the victim, weighted with iron, was 
pitched into a shallow waterway. 

Kehoe told pofice that Louis 
Cheramie, one-time king of the 
rum runners and later a Govern- 
ment informer, had been slain by 
his former associates and his body 
thrown into a bayou near Donalds- 
ville, on Bayou Lafourche. He 
said he could lead fhem to the 
body. 

Kehoe said he was with the kill- 
er, but had no part in the slaying. 
He said he drove to St. Louis in 
the bullet-pierced car and sold it 
fn that city. 

This time Kehoe said he was in 
New Orleans for the definite pur- 
pose of “putting on the _ spot’ 
Jerry Woods, one of the south’s 
biggest liquor operators, who sev- 
eral months ago was in the gun 
battle in which the notorious 
“Big Jim” Clark was slain. Clark 
was involved in the famous I’m 
Alone case in which that notorious 
rum-runner was sunk by a coast 
guard cutter. 

Kehoe said as soon as he and 
detectives had found Cheramie’s 
skeleton in the Louisiana bayou he 
would tell police “even more 
astounding things.” 

Kehoe was arrested in a leading 
hotel and was plentifully supplied 
with cash and expensive baggage 
and wearing apparel. 


Kehoe, reputed leader of an in- 
terstate automobile theft gang, was 
sentenced to five years in Leaven- 


worth penitentiary in 1925 by Fed- | 


eral Judge Faris-for theft of an 
automobile and its sale to an East 
St. Louis resident. The gang, it was 
said, was responsible for the theft 
and resale of 500 Ford cars in less 
that’ a year. Investigation of the 
thefts was at the instance of the 
Automobile Club.

A’ plot to manufacture and cir- 
}eulate counterfeit nickeis and half 
doMars was blocked yesterday by 
the police and United States Secret 
Service agents with the arrest of 
six men and two women and the 
seizure of molds and babbit metal 
used in the manufacture of the 
Spurious coins. : 

Held as leader is William Bai-

The arrests of Baichunas and the 

others were made on information 
received by Police Capt. Kirk that 
Raymond Helvey. 30. of 1845 South 
Ninth street, and Mrs. Jane Helvey, 
21, his wife, were in possession of 
counterfeit coins. 
_ The Helveys, according to the 
police, said they got the counter- 
feits from Balchunas, who had for- 
merly lived with them as a roomer 
at 2638 South Broadway. At that 
address the police found the molds 
and battitt metal, while another 
group of detectives went after Bal- 
chunas. 

They found him ri. the home of 
Roy Smith, a clerk, and Mrs. Helen 
Smith, 19, his wife, at 3338B Wis- 
consin avenue. The Smiths were 
arrested along with Balchunas. At 
Police Headquarters the Smiths 
admitted that they had met Bal- 
chunas while he was a prisoner in 
Burlington and they were under 
questioning there in a Mann act 
case. 


Balchunas said that after he es- 
caped he looked up the Smiths here 
and through them met the Hel- 
veys. According to the police, Bal- 
chunas said that Smith had  fi- 
nanced him in buying plaster and 
metal for his counterfeiting work, 
and was to receive half of Bal- 
chunas’ output.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—R. J. 
Ryder, commission examiner, said 
in a report to the Federal Trade 
Commission yesterday that divi- 
dends distributed by the Columbia 
Gas and Electric Corporation from 
1926 to 1930 inclusive on a capi- 
talization of $387,936,366 aggregat- 
ed $131,000,771. 

The corporation has headquar- 
ters in New York and holdings in 
operating companies in Ohio and 
seven other states. The report was 
submitted in connection with the 
commission’s inquiry into utilities 
companies ordered by the Senate in 
1928. 

Ryder in testifying on his report 
said the corporation’s assets had 
rrown from $290,654,842 on Dec. 
31, 1926, to $470,616,135 on Dec. 
31, 1930. 

Since its organization in 1926, he 
said, it had distributed $94,616,938 
in cash dividends, including $22,- 
845,005 to preferred stockholders 
and $71,771,933 to common stock- 
holders. In addition, he added, in 
1930 the surplus from acquired 
subsidiaries and othe? earnings re- 
sulted in the declaring of a stock 
dividend of $36,383,831. 


The cash dividends, Ryder said, 
equaled “approximately 89 per cent 
of the aggregate net earnings for 
the same period.” 

The net income for the period he 
continued, was $109,651,160. 

Testifying on the increase in 
capitalization of $127,006,674, the 
examiner said it had been acquired 
“by issuance of $53,369,700 of 
bonds, $7,550,284 of preferred stock 
and $66,086,690 by issuance of com- 
mon stock and increase in surplus.” 

As a result of this growth of 
capitalization, he said, the corpo- 
ration had simplified its own and 
its subsidiaries’ “financial and cor- 
porate structure” and durng the 
four-year period had eliminated 30 
security issues of subsidiary com- 
panies.

Farmers of ail three prairie 
provinces, Priestley said would 
miss the bonus seriously. He point- 
ed out that the street price for No. 
1 Northern was 28 cents a bushel. 
and that the farmer had to pay 
threshing and hauling costs as well 
as the cost of twine. 

John Vallance, Saskatchewan 
Liberal, said in the House of Comi- 
mons last week that he had _ re- 
ceived three telegrams from the 
West ursing him to agitate for the 
bonus and one of the messages de- 
clared that if it were not granted 
“revolution was inevitable.”

“But it must be well undérstood,” 
he warned, “that the institutions of 
the regime undergo no change until 
the accomplished fact of the revo- 
lution is recognized in other coun- 
tries. Amnesty will be no sign of 
weakness, but of strength. I am 
thinking merely of the misery of 
the families of the prisoners.”

From a Spanish War Veteran. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
EFERRING to your editorial of Oct. 
18, “Why Admiral Byrd is Here,” T, 
wish to call your attention to a few of 
your remarks which are wrong concern- 
ing the Spanish-American War. 

You claim that the conflict lasted only 
a few months. The Spanish-American 
War was declared April 21, 1898, and it 
lasted until July 4, 1902. That included 
the insurrection in the Philippine Is- 
lands, which is a part of the Spanish- 
American War, tn which 126,468 men 
were engaged. They participated in over 
600 battles, engagements and skirmishes. 
That campaign was conducted in a trop- 
ical country, full of swamps, very un- 
healthy. Uncivilized warfare is harder 
te conduct than fighting a civilized foe. 
In the campaign of Santiago de Cuba, 
18,500 men participated. They were there 
in the rainy season and there was not 
1 per cent of the army that withstood 
the climate. They were all affected with 
the yellow or tropical fever. 

Concerning pensions: For more than 
20 years Spanish-American War veterans 
bave net asked for any pensions, and aft- 
er that they were getting only $12 a 
month. Of late years, while the country 
was prosperous, they have been getting 
larger pensions and, if conditions now 
Go not warrant the Government in pay- 
ing those pensions, the Spanish-Ameri- 
ean War veterans themselves would be 
- patriotic enough to take a reduction or 
suspension. But we will ask Admiral 
Byré, Admiral Sims, Gen. Harbord and 
ethers to be patriotic enough to ask for 
reduction of their own pensions.

EX-GOV. SMITH’S ADDRESS. 

To ex-Gov. Smith, the 1932 campaign is merely a 
sequel to that of 1928, so it was only natural .that the 
radio audience, hearing his address of Monday night 
from Newark, could almost fancy itself back in those 
exciting days of four years ago. He rehearsed the char- 
acters and incidents of that year—his “wet” tele 
gram to the Houston convention. the generous prom- 
ises of Hoover, the crusades of Borah and Hughes 
and Mabel Walker Willebrandt. the bigotry that con- 
tributed to his defeat. That part of the address was 
self-justification, with a tinge of bitterness, as in his 
exclamation, “And I lest Texas because of probibi- 
tion!” It was the lament of a happy warrior who was 
unhorsed because he took the field four years too 
soon, before the majority had come to share his views 


against prohibition. 

Mr. Smith’s exposition of the two parties’ prohibi- 
tion planks was cogent and timely. This issue, one 
of the major cleavages between them, has almost been | 
lost sight of in the campaign. It has been obscured 
by discussion of such matters as whether or not the 
country was once within two weeks of going off the 
gold standard, and by the generalities of a largely 
uninspired campaign. As ever the master of the 
people’s idiom, with his knack of making technicali- 
ties understandable without talking down to his audi- 
ence, the ex<jovernor clarified the issue. And, even 
though he reserved mention of the candidate’s name 
for his last breath and the last second of radio time, 
be had given in behalf of his party the best exposi- 
tion of that mooted point offered thus far in the 
eampaign. 

Mr. Smith’s speech contained an interesting hie 
torical fact, hitherto undisclosed, namely, that he 
was the author of the Democratic party’s prohibition 
plank. Smith could not be President, but his use 
fulness was here demonstrated in full measure. With- 
out doubt, that plank was one of the most honest 
and courageous positions ever assumed by an Amerti- 
can political party.

The Candidates Debate Economy 


sion that the increase of cost had not been 


N the debate between President Hoover 

and Gov. Roosevelt on the subject of 

economy, both gentlemen seem to assume 
that the voters will not scrutinize their 
statements very ciosely. As a very iarge 
amount of money is involved in the debate, 
it may be useful to make the effort to ciari- 
fy the issve. 

The starting point of the debate is the 
plank in the Democratic platform calling 
for “an immediate and drastic reduction 
of governmental expenditures—to accom- 
plish a saving of not less than 25 per cent 
in the cost of the Federal Government.” As 
the appropriations for the year amount to 
$3,647,000,000, a saving of not less than 25 
per cent would require a cut of approxi- 
mately one billion ddillars. 

‘ . 7 a 

In his public utterances previous to his 
Pittsburgh address of Oct. 13, Gev. Rocse- 
velt has given his unqualified support of 
this promise. But in the Pittsburgh ad- 
dress, which was his first considered state- 
ment on the subject, the Governor, without 
making his change of position clear to the 
casual listener, introduced an important 
qualification. He talked of reducing “the 
cost of the current Federal Government op- 
erations by 25 per cent,” meaning, as one 
can see from the context, to exclude from 
“the cost” the services of the debt. As the 
Gebt charges are around a billion dollars. 
and as they must first be subtracted from 
the total expenditures of $3.647.000.0006, his 
promise now is to cut one-quarter of $3,- 
647,000,000, minus a billion, er about $650,- 
000,000. ‘ 

That is where Mr. Roosevelt stood 
Wednesday of last week. Saturday at De- 
troit, the President replied to the Governor. 
Ignoring the fact that Mr. Roosevelt had 
deflated his promise to $650.000,.000,. Mr. 
Hoover dealt with the discarfed promise of 
a billion-dollar cut. As Mr. Roosevelt had 
not been frank ané explicit about this 
change of position, Mr. Hoover was no 


to save a billion dollars. 

Moreover, although Mr. Roosevelt was no 
longer promising to saye a whole billion 
G@oliars, he did dwell at great length upon 
the charge that the cost of government, 
EXCLUSIVE OF THE SERVICE ON THE

a billion but only $635.000,000. The Presi- 
dent arrived at his figures by deducting TO- 
TAL expenditures of 1927, which INCLUD- 
ED service on the debt, from TOTAL ex- 
penditures in 1931. Now the difference be- 
tween $981,000,000,. the exact figure Mr. 
Roosevelt had in mind, and the $635,.000,- 
000 named by Mr. Hoover is $346,000,000. 
This is the amount by which the service 
of the debt was reduced between 1927 and 
1931. The President called ¢his “a true 
economy.” It would have been a true econ- 
omy if it had not been spent. But it was 
spent. 

Thus, in those four years the “actual ad- 
ministrative spending” increased by the 
$635,000,000 acknowledged by the President 
PLUS the $346,000,000 which was “saved” 
on the debt but promptly spent on other 
things. On the President's own showing, 
Mr. Roosevelt was entirely justified in say- 
ing that “actual administrative spending” 
increased approximately one billion dollars, 
and Mr. Hoover, for his part, is in the ex- 
traordinary position of claimifig credit for 
saving %$346.000.000 on the debt and of 
failing to mention that he spent the whole 
of it. 

Mr. Hoover's argument is like that of a 
man who would say: “I -aved $40 on my 
mortgage last year and, though I spent $100 
on current expenses instead of $60 as pre- 
viously, I really spent only $60 on my cur- 
rent expenses because I was able to use 
the $40 that I saved on my mortgage.” It 
is plain enough that Mr. Hoover was mak- 
ing @ campaign speech.

There was “the thickness of the 
economic cushion” padded in bet- 
ter times with sayings, flivvers and 
the like. And then there were 
women at work, and the cohesion 
of the family, whereby any one 
member might be supporting all 
‘the rest. And the radio, he said, 
meant much more to the “flannel 
shirts” than to the “white collars.” 

Remarking that formerly a cam- 
paigner had to wait for newspa- 
pers to carry his propaganda to 
the back country, Williams said. 
“The next two weeks are likely to 
see more of a shift in public opin- 
ién than any two weeks in any 
other campaign in the history of 
the country.” 

Another shock absorber was the 
“tremendously increased social- 
mindedness of employers,” he said, 
and declared that, following Presi- 
dent Hoover’s conferences with 
employers and labor leaders, strikes 
in this depression had been reduced 
to a fraction of those in 192060 and 
1921. 

“Today,” he said, “we would 
have an immensely greater volume 
of suffering, rioting and violence 
if it were not for the fact of the 
closed saloon.”

Only 159 Local Licenses for 
Season Which Opens Tomorrow

Up to noon today 159 deer- 
hunting tags had been issued 
according to figures furnished 
at the office of Oliver Chap- 
man, License Collector of &t. 


Louis. A total of 25% deer hunt- 
ing licenses was issued last year. 
This year the total is not expect- 
ed to exceed 200, if it reaches that 


figure. | 
Full particulars regarding the 
number of deer tags issued through- 


out the State are not available at 
this time. Last year the State 
Game and Fish Department an- 
nounced that a total of 1835 tags 


Non-residents desiring to hunt 
deer in Missouri will have to pay 
heavily for the privilege. In addi- 
tion to the $10 non-resident hunting 
license the out of State hunter must 
pay $50 for a deer tag. Not one 
non-resident deer tag was sold last. 
season. Resident tags cost $1.50 in 
addition to the regular hunting 
license of $2.50. 

Only bucks having four points on 
each antler may be killed during 
the open season. Last season 562 
bucks were reported killed. Be- 
cause of a mild fall there was much 
foliage on the trees, making deer 
hunting very difficult. 

Although only high powered 
rifles are permitted for deer kill- 
ing in Missouri, ne sportsmen were 
injured during the last three-day 
season regardless of the fact that 
virtually all of the hunters could 
have Seem found in a comparatively 
smal] area. 

Deer may be found in Osage, 
Masies, Cole, Gasconade, Dent, 
Crawford, Washington, Fran- 
cois, Jefferson, Franklin, Ste. Gene- 
vieve, Iron,. Reynolds, Madison, 
Shannon, Carter, Wayne, Oregon, 
Ripley, Ozark, Butler, Taney, Stone 
and Barry counties. 

Deer hunters this year will not 
find hunting conditions so difficult 
as last season, when, with the sea- 
son opening a week earlier, the 
hunting area was a jungle of green 
underbrush, making it difficult for 
the hunters to beat through the 
brush. There was virtually no 
cold weather up to the opening of 
last year’s season. This fall a cold 
snap of early this month with ac- 
companying frost killed off much 
of the vegetation in many sections 
of the State. 

Most hunters are familiar with 
the State game laws and, accord- 
ing to Carl A. Trumbull, veteran 
hunter of St. Louis, the best tip 
to nimrods, new and ola, would be 
to keep within the spirit and the 
letter of the law. 

“I do my deer hunting down

“Last year several hunters got 
into trouble down there Gue to the 
fact that they carried shotguns. It 
was almost up to them to prove 
that they were not hunting deer, 
and while they were not arrested, 
their shotguns were taken away 
from them until after the deer sea- 
son closed. Their hunting parties 
were broken up. It’s best to stay 
out of the woods with a shotgun 
during the deer hunting season, 
even if you are not hunting deer.” 

Trumbull, who has maintained a 
hunting lodge for a number of 
years in Southefn Missouri, says 
that the minimum cost of hunting 
deer for three days is from $35 to 
$50. * 

“In the first place, a hunter 
must have a guide,” he said, “and 
a good guide—professiona}—is like- 
ly to cost $15 a day. Of course 
you can hire a farmer boy from 
the vicinity for as low as $3 a day, 
but it is best to obtain an expert.” 

The professional guide advocates 
three systems of hun deer. One 
is for the guide to station the hunt- | 
ers at given spots, and then beat 
the brush in the hope of scaring up | 
a deer and running him past the 
hunters. Another is to follow a 
ridge, about 20 feet from the top, 
stopping every 10 or 15 minutes for 
a rest. In this way a party may 
cover 10 or 12 miles of territory 
in a day. 

Still a third way is for the hunt- 
ing party to follow a river. A deer 
usually tries to put water between

The Lean and the Fat Play 
Football in Four Groups at 
University City Junior High 


All football coaches know the A, B, C’s but the D’s and E-F’s 


are uncommon. 
from A to F and from junior high 


Out at University City, however, they have ‘em 


days on, boys are enabled to par- 


ticipate in a system of gridiron activities that gives them training 
in the game, organized play against youngsters of their own size 


and weight and incidentally pays 
High School in athletes grounded 


dividends to the University City 
in fundamentals who are able to 


win many laurels for the school in league competition. 


What is this system? It is a plan 
based upon the California Exponent 
system, classifying the boys accord- 
ing to their year in school, age, 
height and weight. This season 
there are 130 boys playing organ- 
ized football at the junior high 
school, divided into B, C, D and 
E-F groups. The organization plan 
is similar to that of the ABC 
League. 

Football for the Lean and Fat. 

Thus, tall, skinny lads and short, 
chunky lads or just plain shrimps, 
who couldn't make much of a 
showing with the hand-picked “rcg- 
ulars,” get a chance to play foot- 
ball—each boy with a flock of boys 
just like himself. 

There's a director for each squad. 
M. F. Drury is in charge of the D 
and E-F squads, Kent Farley takes 
care of the C group, and C 
George A. Thompson of the B b 
Thompson coaches the high school 
baseball tean.. Within the groups 
there are team divisions, each hav- 
ing a Coach—a boy in senior high 
school who played in the “system” 
in earlier days inthe school. These 
coaches have complete charge of 
their team’s play and select their 
own systems; hence there are vary- 
ing styles. The system extends to/4 
basketball and track. 

When questioned as to whether 
this system was responsible in a 
large measure for the success of 
University City High School's teams 
in recent years, Coach Thompson 


said: “We rather hope it is. The 


last year was the most successful 
we ever had, our B football team 
going through the year undefeated, 
only six points being scored against 
them. This B squad has advanced 
to the high school almost intact 
and three-fourths of. the present 
varsity are former players under 
our system. Many of them have 
had three years of organized foot- 
ball. There are only two regulars 
on the present varsity team who 
did not play on junior high teams.” 


Pian in Operation Five Years. 

Five years of operation of the 
system has seen the number of 
participants increase from 55 in 
1928 to the 130 now practicing 
football daily. 

Letters are awarded to the boys 
on a point basis. A lad gets so 
many points for each ‘sport in 
which he takes part, and a total of 
500 points brings a letter. Regular 
playing on a team is not essential 


‘for gaining points, and an excep- 


tional athiete can earn two or 
three letters during his three years. 

About twice as many basketball 
players as football players are ex- 
pected to be in action. 

“This is not inflation of football 
but deflation,” said Thompson. “It 
keeps the boys from playing out of 
their class and eliminates much of 
the danger of injury, Secause there 
is no mismatching. In the five 
years that we have been coaching, 
there have been only two severe 
injury cases out of more than 400 
boys playing.”

OPTION BETTING 


Preparations are being made for 
the opening of the old Mississippi 
Valley Kennel Club dog racing 
track near Dupo, just south of East 
St. Louis, it was learned today. De- 
spite the fact that recent efforts 
to operate dog tracks in the St. 
Louis area have met with unsur- 


mountable legal barriers, James A. 
Corbett and his associates are ready 
to open the Dupo track within the 
next week. The “option” system 
of wagering will be used, accord- 
ing to present plans. This is the 
method used in California, intro- 
duced in that State by Joseph A. 


track. 

Under the option system, tickets 
are sold only on straight and place 
dogs, not on the third or show po- 
sition. These straight and place 
tickets are termed “preferred” and 
“secondary”. options and the pur- 
chase of such an option entitles the 
purchaser to the right to buy the 
dog which wins or the dog. that 
finishes second, accordingly as he 
purchases a “preferred” or “sec- 
ondary” ticket. 

Dog *Claimed for $3000. 

In order to purchase the dog he 
must comply with the rules of the 
association in that he must deposit 
the amount of the claiming prices 
with the racing secretary before 
the running of the race. This claim- 
ing price will appear on the pro- 
gram and probably will average 
$100 per dog. In California one 
dég was claimed for $3900. 

The Supreme Court of the State 
of California was called upon to 
pass on the “option” plan, in con- 
nection with the horse racing at 
Tanforan. According to its deci- 
sion, the “option” system was not 
in violation of the anti-gambling 
laws of the State of California. 

It is estimated by Corbett that 
there are 200 racing dogs quar- 
tered near St. Louis.

Praises Dry Workers. 


“There never has been in this 
country a more sincere, conscienti- 
ous and courageous body of men 
and women than those who have 
been fighting and are still fight- 
ing the liquor evil. They may be 
in error as to the best way to treat 
the subject. They may be wrong 
as to the best method of dealing 
with the subject. That is a mat- 
ter of argument, a matter of de- 
bate. But to denounce as hypo- 
crites and moral delinquents those 
who have sought in every way to 
eliminate this curse from society 
is nothing less than startling. 

“He does not present to the 
country the question of how to 
deal with the liquor traffic; how to 
protect the dry states, how to pre- 
vent the return of the saloon. He 
presents the naked proposition of a 
return to the evils beyond the pow- 
er of human language to describe.” 


Disputes Bank Head. 


Borah took issue with a recent 
statement by Montagu Norman, 
governor of the Bank of England. 

“A few nights ago,” said Borah, 
“Montagu Norman, head of the 
Bank of England, declared that our 
present economic difficulties were 
so vast, so unlimited, that he could 
not see through to the end nor 
tell what would ultimately result. 

“That is rather a sad picture to 
come from so high and so respon- 
sible a source. He further stated 
in effect that the cause of our 
present difficulties could not be 
foreseen and that really the causes 
were yet unknown. I hesitate to 
differ with the governor of the 
Bank of England and I would not 
do so if I did not have the author- 
ity of the governor of the Bank 
of England himself to justify my 
difference of view. 

“I maintain that the causes of 
this depression could have been 
foreseen and were foreseen by no 
less an authority than Mr. Norman 
himself. Let us tak- one item 
alone. It is not the sole reason 
for this depression nor perhaps 
the dominant reason, but it is one 
of the great eontributing causes.” 

Borah here quoted a warning 
given by the British Commission 
on Indian Currency by Norman in 
1926. Norman warned that the 
sale of a large quantity of silver 
would disturb exchange witb 
China, paralyze trade with that 
country, and disturb world confi- 
dence. 


Appeal to Discouraged Leaders. 


Borah continued: 

“If these able gentlemen who are 
so blue, so discouraged, spreading 
gloom over all the earth, would 
summon their courage and come 
to grips with the real problems 
which confront us; in other words, 
if they would help undo what was 
done, we would find our way out 
of this depression. We seem to 
have reached a point where our 
energies and our courage are sim- 
ply paralyzed. 

“Let us snap out of this gioom, 
realize our awful condition, _ but 
realize it with a courage to undo 
what brought it on. In the. pres- 
ence of the mistakes of the Ver- 
sailles treaty, of reparations, of 
debts, of the demonitization of sil- 
ver in the Orient, of political in- 
terference with trade and com- 
merte, we seem paralyzed with fear 
and doubt, whereas we ought to 
recognize the task and go to it.”

The Physical Basis of 
Mental Illness 


es INCE John was ill, he hasn't 
been like himseif,.” is a 
common type of observation. 
Im recent years medicine has 
learned to appreciate more fully 
than heretofore the association be- 
tween physical and mental disease. 
In using the term mental disease 
we are not referring exclusively to 
the definite types of dementia 
which so incapacitate the individ- 
wal that he requires institutional 
treatment or its equivalent. 


Rather, we refer to mental dis- 
eases characterized by depression, 
abnormal] and excessive fear, and 
confusion. 


In the history of such cases it is 
net uncommon to find that the 
patient to begin with suffered an 
attack of measles, scarlet fever or 
influenza. 

Though he recovered from these 
diseases, there was left within him 
foci of infection, giving rise to 
toxins which invaded the body. 
Thereafter years may pass be- 
tween the initial disease and the 
breakdown of the individual from 
the toxic effects of the residual or 
remaining sources of infection. 
The breakdown is characterized 
by peculiarities of taste, vision, bal- 
ance and by disorders of sleep, 
temperature, as well as by purely 
psychotic disturbances. | 

Of the psychotic disturbances,

STUFFED EGG PLANT. 

Parboil a large eggplant until it 
is tender. Cut off a lid and scoop 
out the eggplant, leaving just a 
shell and chop fine. Cut up three- 
fourths of a cup of pulled mush- 
rooms and saute im butter. Chop 
fine on medium-sized onion and 
fry it in butter until soft but not 
brown. Then add a pound of 
ground steak (if you haven't 
enough, use some of the soup meat) 
and cook with the onion for 10 
minutes. Add the mushrooms and 
eggplant to the meat and season 
with salt and pepper. Refill the 
shell with the mixture and, if too 
dry, pour a little soup stock into 
this. Cover with bread crumbs. 
Dot well with butter and return it 
to the oven and heat thoroughly. 


SPINACH. 

Use a peck of spinach and wash 
it well in several waters. Steam the 
spinach for about 19 minutes, then 
squeeze it dry. Chop very fine and 
season weil with salt and pepper 
and, if liked, a dash of nutmeg. 
Make a sauce with one and one- 
half tablespoons of butter and a 


quarter them. Boil in salted water 
until done, drain and roll in melt- 
ed butter and sprinkle with 
chopped chives. 

APRICOT SOUFFLE. 

Take the whites of seven eges 
and beat stiff. Adda pinch of salt. 
Fold in gradually one cup ef sugar, 
one cup of apricot pulp and. lastly. 
ene-half cup of pecans cut in small 
pieces. Add one teaspoon of vanil- 
la and two-thirds of a teaspoon of 
cream of tartar. Butter a baking 
dish well and bake siowly over a 
pan of water for an hour. Turn 
out on a platter and surround with 


sweetened whipped cream. 


Picns 
One housewife keeps a package 
of picnic spoons in her medicine 
chest.

One of my favorite books as

| Ology, by Bulfinch, and one 
story in it has stuck in my 
mind.

As Astolpho read the 
names on the bottles he discov- 
ered, to his surprise, that many 
men who passed as wise among 
men had used very little of their 
common-sense; and sOme none 
at all. 


Some had yielded to the spell 
of passion; others had gone wild 
in search of wealth; others had 
been duped by the promises of 
the great; and some by setting 
their hearts on triflex As 
might be expected, says the tell- 
er of the story, the bottles 
which held the common-sense 
of the poets were the best filled 
of all. Of course, a poet is a 
man of uncommon-sense, and 
his bettie would be left un- 
opened, 


When a few daring men be-

held to be crack-brained fan- 
atics, kill-joys, and a nuisance.
